London, June 19.— The following of- 
ficial announcement was made today: 
“The king has deemed it desirable in 
the conditions brought about by the 
war that those princes of his family 
who are his subjects and bear German 
names and titles should relinquish these 
titles and henceforth adopt British sur- 
names. At the same time and conse- 
quent upon this decision,’the king has 
been pleased to confer peerages of the 
United Kingdom on the following: 
“The Duke of Teck, marquis; Prince 
Alexander of Teck, earl; Prince Louis 
of Battenberg, marquis; Prince Alexan- 
der of Battenberg, marquis. 
A further abolition of German titles 
held by members of the British royal 
family residing in England is indicated 
in a court circular which announces: 
“Their highnesses Princess Victoria 
and Princess Marie Louise of Schleswig- 
Holstein will henceforth be styled their 
highnesses Princesses Helena Victoria 
and Princess Marie Louise, respective- 
ly.”

The highest officials of the state de- 
partment, including Secretary Lansing, 
Counsellor Polk and Assistant Gecre- 
tary Phillips, met the envoys’ special 
train at thé end of their long journey 
half way around the world and greeted 
them formally in the name of the gov- 
ernment and the people of the United 
States.

To Eliminate Speculation. 


“Provisions for the government to 
buy and sell commodities will be nec- 
essary for use only as to a very few 
prime commodities,” he said. “The aim 
is to stabilize prices and thus eliminate 
speculation. The balance wheel for sta- 
bilizing prices is gone. We need an 
artificial balance wheel. By setting up 
a wheat commission we can buy wheat, 
regulate its shortage and transporta- 
tion and handle it until exported or sold 
in this country. f we do not do this 
wheat prices may relapse on account of 
our not being able to store and carry 
it, with speculators securing the sole 
benefit and farmers bearing the loss. 

We can contract tomorrow with the 
allies for a certain return for every 
bushel of wheat we can sell. By con- 
trolling prices at interior terminals we 
can assure millers their supplies and 
simplify transportation. 

As to sugar, Mr. Hoover said Ameri- 
can refiners are competing with the 
allies in Cuba and that the proposed 
sugar commission could keep with the 
allied purchasers, the American re- 
finers and Cuban producers, stabiliz- 
ing and reducing prices, as well as re- 
' moving speculative incentives. 

“We feel confident consumers’ prices 
of sugar and flour will be reduced as 
well as others through our co-operation 
with leaders of trades,” he said. “We 
must have power to license grain eleva- 
tors, so that they may play their part 
in the team work of the government. 

Chairman Gore, of the agriculture 
committee, and Senator Reed, of Mis- 
sourj, leading the opposition to the bill, 
took a leading part in questioning Mr. 
Hoover. 

“The resort to these extraordinary 
powers is only because of the war?’ 
asked Senator Gore. 

“To provide not only more food for the 
allies, but for ourselves,” Mr. Hoover 
replied. “Even if we had not gotten 
into the war we would have been up 
against this tremendous demand from 
Europe and probably driven to some 
legislation to protect our own people.” 

Mr. Hoover expressly disclaimed au- 
thorship, personal interest or responsi- 
bility for the bill's provisions extend- 
ing to fuels. 

“I’m concerned only with the pro- 
visions relating to food,” he insisted. 
Wlison Desires Authority. 

The provisions for commandeering 
factories, mines and other plants, he 
added, would not be necessary in ad- 
ministering food questions. 

Senator Reed asked who was respon- 
sible for the clauses relating to fuel, 
and Senator Sheppard, of Texas, sug- 
gested that President Wilson desired

“It is not fair to the president to earl 
that,” Senator Gore interjected.

Defense Invokes Right to Have 
Veniremen “Placed Before 
the Prisoner.“ 


Several witnesses for the state were 
‘examined Tuesday in the case of George 
Gowan, who is being tried in Judge 
Ben Hill's division of criminal court for 
the alleged murder of Hubert Jones 
‘several weeks ago. Two eye-witnesses 
, testified that there were five shots fired 

by Gowan. One of the witnesses tes- 
tiffed that Gowan was walking down 
the street when Jones passed him, and 
that Jones said Hello, George,” to 
Gowan, whereupon the accuse man 
said “He wrecked my home,” and, pull- 
ing his pistol, fired the shots. Another 
witness testified that after the shoot- 
ing Gowan cried “Let me shoot him 
again; let me do a good job of it. 

It is understood that the “unwritten 
law” will be the mainstay of the de- 
fense. There was some attempt made 
Tuesday in examining the witnesses to 
prove that Jones was shot while in the 
act of drawing a gun from his pocket. 
The undertaker who embalmed the body 
of the dead man; however, and who 
happened to arrive upon the scene of 
the murder just after the shooting oc- 
curred, testified that there was nothing 
in the clothes of the murdered man ex- 
cept one cigarette—which cigarette, the 
witness volunteered, was one too many. 
The undertaker testified that there 
were two gunshot wounds on the body, 
one in the wrist and one in the back. 

The trial is rendered pathetic by the 
attendance of the young wife of the ac- 
cused with her two little children. Mrs. 
Gowan denied that she ever had any 
friendliness with Jones, as charged by 
her husband, and declared that she de-

ATLANTA'S REGIMENT. 


The Fifth regiment, affectionately known 
as Atlanta's Own,” will today celebrate the 
first anniversary of its call to the Mexican 
border, by opening a “big drive” for recruits 
to bring its complement up to full war 
strength. 

Every Atlantan, whether eligible for mil- 
itary enlistment or not, who will in any 
Manner assist the regiment to a realization 
of its hopes will not only thereby be fulfill- 


- ing an obligation to Atlanta and its splendid 


military unit, but at the same time perform 
a@ distinct service to the country. 3 
The regiment has recruited 508 men since 


April 1, bringing the present roster to 1,128. 


This leaves the regiment still 700 men under 
war strength. 

A year ago, between June 20—the date 
of its call to mobilize for border duty—and 
June 27, the regiment recruited 600 men. 

When it returned from the Rio Grande 


it lost 156 men, who were discharged that 


they might returh to their families. 

The elements making for heavy enlistment 
& year ago, when war with Mexico seemed 
probable, are accentuated a hundredfold 
today when we are actually in war with a 
major power, and when the country needs 
men as it never needed them before. 

But, in addition to the broadly patriotic 
stimulus for eligible Atlantans to join the 
‘Fifth regiment are elements of local and 
civic pride and the personal welfare and am- 
bitions of the prospective recruits them- 
selves. 

In Atlanta approximately 3,000 young men 
who registered for army conscription claim- 
ed no exemption, and are almost certain to 
be drafted into service sooner or later. They 
can, therefore, render much greater service 
to their country by enlisting now than by 
waiting to be drafted, because right now— 
today—is when Uncle Sam needs men the 
‘worst. And by joining now the volunteers 
will be trained and equipped for service 
from six to twelve months earlier than those 
who wait for conscription, and their chances 
for promotion increased correspondingly. 

Something like 1,100 young men have ap- 
plied for enlistment in the Fifth regiment, 
but many have been rejected because of 
physical inadequacy. By presenting their 
applications and offering themselves these 
men have shown themselves every bit as 
patriotic, and are fully as deserving of 
credit, as those physically more fortunate. 
And if such men are still imbued with the 


desire to serve their country, there is no 
way in which they can gratify it more to 
' their country's good than by interesting 

 themBelves personally in inducing others to 


 . enlist. 
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The regiment will be brought to its full 
strength before it is pressed into service 
“on the other side; and any numerical de- 
ficiency in the ranks when the call is made

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FIFTH REGIMENT STARTS DRIVE 
TO RECRUIT TO WAR STRENGTH 


A week's recruiting campaign to fill the 
Fifth Georgia infantry to full war strength 
will be begun this morning under the direc- 
tion of a committee of twelve officers ap- 
pointed yesterday by Colonel O. H. Hall. The 
regiment will call upon Atlanta to furnish 
nearly 800 recruits, With this done Atlanta 
will send to the front a complete war 
strength regiment of her own, and all volun- 
teers. 

To make possible the success of the sweep- 
ing campaign the recruiting committee has 
called upon the civic pride and patriotism of 
all interested in Atlanta and her national 
guard organization, and will ask thelr assist- 
ance. The beginning of the campaign today 
will mark the first anniversary of the day 
the regiment was called by the president for 
Mexican service. More than sixteen hundred 
men offered their services to the regiment in 
the week following this call, and officers of 
the regiment believe that they can arouse 
now the enthusiasm and patriotism that was 
‘shown then. 

In line with the campaign the committee 
has adopted the following plan: 

Ask Names of Prespects. 

All citizens will be called upon to furnish 
the name and address of any man they know 
to be contemplating entering the service as 
a volunteer. Literature will be mailed to this 
man showing reasons why it will be to his 
advantage to join the regiment of his home 
city. 

All men who applied for enlistment in the 
guard, but who were disqualified for physical 


or other reasons, will be asked to méet at the 
Armory Thursday night at 8 o'clock: These 


men are regarded by the guard as willing and 
patriotic and will be asked to assist in secur- 
ing others equally as patriotic who can pass 
the physical examination. 

A meeting will be held at the same time 
of members of the guard who were discharged 
under the dependent family act, and of men 
who were members of the guard in former 


years and who are now disqualified for one 
reason or another. 

Ladies interested in the national guard 
will be called upon to help, and the campaign 
will be made the most sweeping recruit move- 
ment ever conducted here. 


777 Men Now Needed. 


Although the Fifth is now scattered over 
three states on outpost duty, more than 1,500 


men have applied for enlistment since April 


1, of which number about 500 were found 
acceptable. This, less the losses by discharge, 
gives the regiment a total of 1,182 men. To 
bring the organization up to the 1,959 author- 
ized war strength 777 men are needed. 

The special committee appointed to con- 
duct the recruiting campaign consists of Cap- 
tain John W. Quillian, chairman; Cap- 
tain Hal T. Morrison, Captain W. S. Coburn, 
Captain C. A. Wright, Lieutenant Almond 
Morgan, Lieutenant J, B. Suttles, Lieutenant 
A. B. Parker, Lieutenant C. T. Phillips, Jr., 
Lieutenant J. Rogers, Lieutenant C. A. 
Lanford, Lieutenant W. P. Phillips and Lieu- 
tenant Short. , . 

The city will be divided into six districts, 
each in charge of the officers, and several 
hundred enlisted men will solicit these dis- 
tricts for recruits.

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AUTO OWNERS HAVE 
LIGHTS ADJUSTED 
TO MEET CITY LAW 


The automobile owners of Atlanta are tak- 
ing advantage of the offer made by the auto- 
mobile dealers, members of the Atlanta Auto- 
mobile association, and are having their 
lamps adjusted to comply with the present 
city ordinance. 

The present ordinance requires that 75 feet 
or more in front of an automobile the light 
must not throw a direct beam more than 42 
inches from the ground. As the best drivers 
have their light beams set at 42 inches from 
the ground when between 60 and 70 feet in 
front of their cars, it will be seen that the 
city ordinance allows 5 to 15 feet more than 
is necessary to accomplish the best lighting 

ser ce for driving. 

| As there is no ordinance against bright 
automobile lights, it is not necessary to use 
dimmers. The only requirement is that a 
direct beam of light must not be more than 
42 inches from the ground when 75 feet away 
from the front of the car when measured on a 
level roadway. 

A large number of automobile owners and 
drivers have already taken advantage of the 
offer made by the automobile dealers and had 
their lights adjusted. In rendering this free 
adjustment service, the dealers are serving 
two purposes: They are protecting the auto- 
mobile owners and they are co-operating 
with the Atlanta police department. It is 
believed that within the next few days the 
necessity for arrests being made on account 
of violation of the automobile ordinance will 
be eliminated.

Te Werk With Shippers. 

These committees will co-operate 
With the shipping public, through the 
chamber of commerce and through in- 
dividual freight representatives. The 
railroad commission of Georgia will 
also co-operate in every way with the 
railroad committees and with the busi- 
ness committees in order to bring the 
greatest pressure to bear on local ship- 
pers, who are going to get lessons in 
loading cars to utmost capacity in or- 
der that fewer cars need be used for 
freight transportation. 

With the advent of the 52,000 soldiers 
in the Silver Lake cantonment, it is 
expected that more than 150 car loads 
per day will pass through Atlanta to 
the Silver Lake camp, and to camps 
in other nearby points, such as Macon, 
Columbia, 1 and Port Royal. 

The jurisdiction of the Atlanta sub- 
committee commission on car service 
will primarily be within the Atlanta in- 
dustrial district. However, the near- 
est other subcommittee will be Bir- 
mingham, and the Atlanta committee 
will be asked to handle matters aris- 
ing in points throughout the entire 
southeastern territory from time to 
time. 

Under the present plan of opera- 
tion of the American Railway associa- 
tion special committee on national de- 
fense, one railway line will have the 
right to call upon another for cars 
and even locomotives to haul govern- 
ment freight and troop trains. The 
railway heads atate that it is possible 
to increase the available number o 
freight cars to 700,000 by loading to 
the maximum. he present shortage, 
according to recent estimates, is about 
160,000 cars. 

Te Save Cars. 

The 1 object of the commit 
tee in Atlanta will be to arouse in the 
shippers the 1 desire to assist 
the government in the present crisis 
dy loading cars to the full capacity, 
in this way allowing the railroads to 
furnish the government with the cars 
saved by this method.
